and became very Hick, but a physician 
Raved him. He again dined with these 
me.n in a restaurant the evening of bis 1 
leath. Hoon after the meal he was 
stricken again and soon after died.

William Ilurvev lias issued the follow- 


ing letter, together with the following 
report of the meeting of the co-operative 
raisin packing companies held yester- 
day to all the co-operative raisin pack- 
ing companies in Fresno, Tulare and 
Kern counties: 


"Dear Hirs. — At a meeting held todav 


of the delegates from. the co-operative 
raisin packing companies of Fresno and 
Tulare counties, resolutions, a copy of 
which 1 inclose von, were duly passed. 
1 was instructed "to write and ask von lo 
notify meat your earliest convenience, 
whether your companv will assent and 
cordially co-operate in the formation of 
the proposed exchange. 


"It was distinctly nnderstouil at the 


meeting that the exchange was not to 
antagonize the commission pucker, and 
therein- create a competition 
which 


would lower prices, but nilht-r that all 
the co-operative companies being weld- 
ed together in tin exchange, might Li- 
able us a unit to negotiatf with other 
packer* fur 'he purpose of establishing 
prices, and for mutual protection in all 
mailers pertaining lolhe marketing nnd 
packing of raisins. The 
commission 


packet .s have their organization, and it 
was felt to he uhsohiliilv necessary thut 
the growers, through their co-operative 
companies, Khould have theirs. 


"The committee to draft bvlaws for 


Ihe proposed exchange will 'meet at 
Sclma on Mumlnv, .liinu 12Ui, at 1 
o'clock in the Wbeatston hotel, aixl if 
von have anv alterations to sii"gest, 
cither in the coiiftlttiiion cr bvlawn/tlic 
commiitee will he glad lo see you at 
Kelma, and if von cannot attend, will be 
pleased to hear from von bv letter.

Tlie following constitution was then 


considered seriatim and approved; 


First— That the capital stock of the 


•xchangc be $

Second— Oflicers : The otlitwrft of the 


exchange shall he a president, vice 


' Third-Tim ^xcbange''^!.^!/''!^ gov- 
erned by a congress of direulora from 
the co-operative raisin packing com pa- 
lies who arc members of the exchange, 
one of whom shall h<> elected- president. 


Fourth — Compensation of directors : 


Cacb director shall lie paid by the com- 
)any who sends him to represent them 
in the board of the exchange. 


Fifth— Commissions : 
Jftirh packing 


:ompaiiy Khali pay to the exchange a 
•ommissiun of !> per cent on all Hides 
nude through its agency, but no co- 
iperalivo company Khali lie hound to 
ell exclusively through the agency of 
,he exchange; 2-12 per cent of said 
•ommission on all sale shall go to a 
H.ldover fund or loan fund, which may 
>e loaned pro nita to thu different paek- 
ng houses at u rale of interest not to ex- 
eed 8 per cent. All interest is to l>e- 
ome part of the said loan fund ; the rc- 
nainingy.'i per cent of the commission 
ball ht; devoted to the expense fund, 
mil from which shall be paid all sal- 
irien, rents and other expt-nscH of the 
exchange, and which shall not at any 
line exceed the .said 1!,'J per cent. The 
uoncys left over after paying expenses 
shall bejippropriati-d to tlie loan fund. 


The exchange shall rtx a minimum 


trice for the different grades of raisins, 
ind no member shall sell below said 
ixed price, hut such price may be 
•hanged «t any time by a majority of 
.lie directors. 


The diri'ctorsuhiill not have the power 


o contract any debt, nor bind any coin- 
tany to any agreement, except as to the 
trice of raisins. 


The secretary or manager shall follow 
lie orders of the directors, and shall 
lol hiivtt power to act otherwise than as 
I i reeled by them, under penally of re- 
no val. 


Each nacking house shall make a 


semi-weekly or weekly report of the 
imount of each grade 01 raisins on ham! ; 


such report shall be private and for tlie 
use only of the exchange.
